communities all over the nation — and no one} 


seems to be able to do anything about it. Some 
figures from a state welfare office in Massachusetts 
explain, at least in part, why the problem of wel- 
fare is getting out of control. According to the 
figures, a family of four on the Aid for Dependent 
Children program in Massachusetts enjoys a stand- 
ard of living $1,275 a year higher than a family 
of the same size supported by an average wage 
Including fringe benefits —- free medical 
and dental care, tax relief, subsidized rent and 
mortgage paymenis, special insurance breaks—the | 
family of four on welfare receives the equivalent 
of $7,671.55 a year. The average wage earner’s 
family gets $6,396.00 a year. These figures from 
Massachusetts are very likely similar to figures for 
other states. No nation can live indefinitely under 
this kind of a handicap and still maintain the pro-| 
ductivity of its people — or the initiative of the| 
individual. 


Craftsmanship May Count Again 


No law can protect consumers against what! 
U.S. Secretary of Labor James D. Hodgson calls 
a “crisis in craftsmanship.” The declining quality 
of workmanship in today’s products is, in a large 
part, a direct result of a disappearing breed of peo- 
ple — people who prided themselves on their skills 
and their ability to do a job well. As Secretary 
Hodgson puts it, the decline in the quality of Amer- 
ican workmanship stems mainly from two develop- 
ments — a drying up of the flow of skilled artisans 
and craftsmen to the United States from Europe, 
and a decline in respect for craftsmanship. 

The Secretary believes that high pay for craft 
skills will reflect a recognition of the need to re- 
build American craftsmanship. In other words, un-

$/SOLID WASTE OUT 


By Willard Besserman 
County Extension Director 


The Houghton Lake Planning 
Commission is looking for new 
ways of disposing of solid waste. 
New health regulations are mak- 
ing i too expensive for each 
township to operate their ow n| 
dump. They are exploring the 
possibility of turning more of 
the responsibility for dump oper- 
ation over to private operators. 
It appears this would place the 
financial! burden of disposing of 
solid waste unon the individual 
by contracting with the private 
collectors to pick up their waste. 

Some fear was expressed that 
such a system would intensify. 
the use of roadside tables and 
parks as a convenient dumping 
ground. 

Roadside collecting points 
seams tn be a nattern esablished 
by the people fashioned after 
many other drive-in convenienc- 
es of way of life. 
which is going to be bard to beat 
by laws which prohibit such ac- 
tion. Perhaps some state aid is 
needed to set up a collection sys- 
tem which will best serve the 
people. Although some local peo- 
ple use roadside tables as a con- 
venient dumping ground, prob- 
ably most of it is deposited by 
visitors who find the local dumps 
closed. 

They want to be neat. They put 
the waste in plastic bags and 
place it methodically where it 
can be picked up.
